In order to clear iip the whole mat­ 
ter and put the City Manager and

straight with the city, the writer took 
the whole matter up with City Man­ 
ager Riddle Friday afternoon. 
Mr. 
Riddle was acquainted with all the ru­ 
mors which are afloat and was asked 
for a plain statement of facts con­ 
cerning tile paving question. 
Tile first rumor set at rest was 
the one* regarding the determination 
of City Manager and the commission 
to pave Xenia’s streets with cement 
concrete whether the property own­ 
ers wanted that sort of paving or not.

it. 
' “The Cit}, Commission and myself 
have been criticized,” said Mr. Rid­ 
dle, ‘for turning down all the bids re­ 
ceived for paving, when we should be
